Park have gone forward without the local residents 
knowing what type of light industry will be located 
there and how to apply for the jobs. 


+ In the Central Ward there are proposals to relocate 
South 17th Street School inside West Side Park. 


+ In the East Ward public schools are on average 57% 
overcrowded. 


» In the West Ward there should be resident input 
regarding the future development plans for the Pabst 
Site.
